'Beautiful Tribute to

HEN we speak of the Blessed 
Mother in her relation to the 
Catholic Church, the Christian re- 
ligion, we may have to meet at the 
very outset the objection of the 
modern religious purists who would 
claim that “Mary has, or should 
have, no place in Christian service, 
in Catholic devotion. For what, 
they say, was the Blessed Mary but 
an humble maiden of Israel who 
became accidentally an instrument 
unto the incarnation of the Blessed 
Lord? We will admit,” they con- 
tinue, “that she was pious and vir- 
tuous, but there were many others 
such as she among the women of 
Israel. When Christ would be- 
come man it was necessary that He 
be born of woman—and Mary was 
the woman selected; but the selec- 
‘tion was not made with regard to 
the personal merit of the Virgin; 
it was only an act of divine conde- 
scension to one of His creatures.” 
This, my dear friends, is the 
average teaching outside the Catho- 
lic Church today concerning the 
Blessed Virgin, and if it were true, 
it would follow that Mary deserves 
no more than a passing notice, to 
be ranked at best with Esther and 
Judith and the other good women 
of her race.

But we may not agree with such 
a view, for it is false to history; it 
is false to fact; it is false to our 
Mother. 

True, Mary was a creature—-a hu- 
man being—just as human as we 
are: and true is it also as a conse-

very first chapter of Genesis, when 
the sacred writer records the his- 
tory of the primal fall, the Al.

TIST’S THEORY IS ACCEPTED 


I Is Highly Praised 
by Other Leading 
Thinkers 


N a recent national broadcast by 

Edwin C. Hill, dealing with 
human characters in the news, a 
beautiful tribute was paid to Abbe 
Lemaitre, the Belgium priest-scl- 
entist, whose theory for the expla- 
nation of the expansion of the unif- 
verse has been recently accepted 
by Professors Einstein, Eddington, 
and other physical scientists. 

This priest has had _ glorious 
eulogies paid to him in many 
magazine and newspaper articles,

‘Previous to every Mother’s 
Day celebration we are urged 
by commercial dealers of all 
kinds to remember Mother 
on this day set aside especi- 
ally for her.

How much more simple 
and sincere is the suggestion 
of the Catholic Church that 
we_ send a spiritual bouquet 
to Mother on this day rather 
than a material gift!

Successful Mission 
At Reformatory For 
Inmates Terminated 


Elmira, N. Y.—The twelfth an- 
nual and one of the most successful 
missions sponsored by the Rev. 
Francis J. Lane, Catholic chaplain 
of the Elmira State Reformatory, 
at the prison has just been brought 
to a close with Mass and the Papal 
Blessing delivered by the Rev. 
Stephen Sweeney, C. P., of Union 
City, N. J. Father Sweeney officia- 
ted throughout. 

For four days the Catholic in- 
mates of the reformatory turned 
out en masse to make the mission. 
In the course of the four days of 
the mission over 2,000 Communions 
were distributed, although the 
Catholic inmates are only 750. 
Benediction of the Blessed Sac- 
rament was given by Father 
Sweeney each night, while a choir 
made up of inmates sang the 
hymns. 

To hold, successfully, a mission 
at the reformatory is no easy task, 
since the usual routine must be 
changed to accommodate early 
morning and evening services. Co- 
operation in this regard was given 
Father Lane by Dr. Frank L. Chris- 
tian, Superintendent of the Refor- 
matory. Dr. Christian placed all of 
the facilities of the reformatory at 
Father Lane’s disposal during the 
four days. Dr. Christian praised 
the work done during the mission, 
stating that the time of the mis- 
sion was the best period of every 
reformatory year. 

Twenty-five priests of the El- 
mira and neighboring town par- 
ishes assisted Father Lane and 
Father Sweeney in hearing the 
hundreds of confessions each night.

rights, there is this: “The build- 
ings adjoined to churches, the 
episcopal residences, the rectories 
with or without their gardens, 
seminaries and other buildings in- 
tended for the use of the ministers, 
shall be subject to the inherent 
taxes for the use of same.” 

The Church may not dispose of 
property but may only preserve it 
for its owner, which is the State; 
but the State, or rather the Min- 
istry, “for motives justifiable by 
public necessity” may dispose of it 
at its whim. Beside the State arro- 
gates to itself the power to dispose 


of any object whatsoever belonging 
to the artistic treasure of the 
Church.

Greene, head of the Department of 
Pharmacy at the University of 
‘Notre Dame, said in an interview 
recently, 


“Methuselah lived to the great 
age of 969 years, but that was be- 
fore the era of processed foods 
such as we have today, which make 
it impossible to provide the body 
with the proper diet, said Profes- 
sor Greene. 

The right diet, one composed 
principally of fruits, vegetables 
and plenty of milk and water will 
enable persons, even in these days, 
to attain the ripe age of 100 or 
more years, in the opinion of Notre 
Dame’s pharmacy head since 1902. 

Prof. Green bases his theories 
be answers received from a ques- 
tionnaire he sends to every person 
he hears of who has: neared or 
turned the century mark. He has 
received forty answers so far, and 
wants to have one hundred before 
making more definite deductions. 

His oldest correspondent to date 
is Blake Shirley, 116-year-old 
Texas ranger, who spends two 
hours daily in the saddle. Blake’s 
brothers and sisters number fif- 
teen, the oldest of whom is 104. 

A preliminary study of the ques- 
tionnaire discloses the following 
factors as conducive to longevity: 

Freedom from worry; temper- 
ance in eating, drinking, sleeping, 
working, and exercising; heredity; 
clear consciences and trust in God 
and fellow man, and regular hours 
of sleep.

London..-The Colonial Secre- 
tary, Sir Philp Cunliffe-Lister, 
will refuse to countenance the me 
morial sent to him by the Com- 
missioner of Tristan da Cunha, the 
Rey. A. G. Partridge, asking that 
no Catholic priest shall be allowed 
to land—ew the island. | 

The Rév. Mr. Partridge, an Ang- 
lican, Was annoyed when a priest 
made a fleeting visit to the lonely 
island, gave the Sacraments to a 
Catholic woman and conditionally 
baptized her children. 

He ealled the island council to- 
gether and they made a formal 
declaration that Anglicanism was 
the faith of the island and called 
upon the Colonial Secretary to de- 
eree that if a priest should in the 
future approach Tristan, the Cath- 
olics should visit him on the ship 
and he should not be allowed to 
land, 

The Tablet, Catholic weekly pub- 
lished here, laid the facts before 
the Secretary for the Colonies, and 
has now received a reply to the 
effect that the proposal of Mr. 
Partridge has not received his ap- 
proval “and that he does not con- 
template the introduction of any 
measures designed to regulate the 
entry of persons into the Island 
upon a principle of religious dis- 
crimination,” 

The Tablet states that the Rev. 
Mr. Partridge is now in London 
and calls upon him to say whether 
or not he is the Augustus George 
Partridge who tried to become a 
Benedictine during the years 1906- 
1912, “He will understand us when 
we say,” remarks The Tablet, 
“that this has a bearing upon his 
acute anti-Popery.”

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THE POPES AND THE 


HOLY NAME SOCIETY

POPE CLEMENT VIII, A. D. 
1592-1605. 


Clement VIII occupied the see of 
St. Peter from A. D. 1592 to 1605. 
Under his pontificate the follow- 
ing noteworthy events of interest 
to the Holy Name Society should 
be recorded: 


Clement VIII in the year 1602 
attached an indulgence of eight 
ears to the devout recital of the 
osary of the Holy Name of Jesus. 
This Holy Name Rosary was com- 
osed by John Micon, a saintly 
Powalaicin priest, who died A. D. 
1555. Pope Clement also indul- 
renced prayers in honor of the 
Holy Name with the same indul- 
ences as were attached to the 
Feast of Corpus Christi. 


Under Clement’s pontificate, 
Philip II of Spain, the great lay 
champion of the Holy Name move- 
ment of the sixteenth century, died 
A. D. 1598. Philip the Second help- 
ed to extend the Holy Name move- 
ment throughout Spain, Germany, 
Italy, Austria, and Netherlands— 
following in the footsteps of his 
father, Charles V, who was also a 
great Holy Name champion. 


Under Clement VIII's pontificate 
there occurred also the death of 
the First Canonized North Ameri- 
can Saint—-St. Philip of Jesus Cas- 
sanova, O. F. M., who spread the 
Holy Name and won a martyr’s 
crown at Nagasaki, Japan, Feb. 5, 
1597. He was a native of Mexico 
City and is today honored as the 
patron of the City of Mexico. He 
was beatified in 1627 and ranonized 
June 8, 1862. 


Clement VIII issued a_ bull, 
“Quaecumque,” December 8, 1604, 
in which it was decreed that a Con- 
fraternity of the Holy Name can 
only be established in one church 
of any city or town. On May 20, 
1896, however, Pope Leo XIII, 
through the Congregation of In- 
dulgences, decreed that the Bishops 
may dispense from the Clement 
VIII decree, “Quaecumque,” and 
permit the establishment of more 
Confraternities in a town or city. 


Among the Holy Name preach- 
ers under the pontificate of Cle- 
ment VIII were: Maurice Hylaert, 
a French Franciscan, regarded as 
one of the ablest theologians and 
Siamirens of his day; Dominic 

anez and Francis Victoria of the 
Order, who died in 


fan, and Didacus della Vega, a 
Spaniard, both of the Franciscan 
Order, who preached on the Holy 
Name and referred in their ser- 


'mons to St. Bernardine of Siena, 


and recommended his monogram— 
I H S—as an object of special de- 
votion. 

Biography 

Clement VIII was born at Fano, 
Italy, March, 1536. His family 
name was [Ippolito Aldobrandini. 
After the death of Sixtus in 
August, 1590, the Church had to 
bewail the loss of three Popes in 
less than sixteen months. Urban 
VII, of whom we wrote in the April 
2nd edition of Our Sunday Visitor, 
reigned twelve days; Gregory XIV 
reigned ten months and ten days; 
Innocent IX, who succeeded Greg- 
ory XIV, reigned two months and 
one day. After the Holy See had 
remained vacant one month the 
Cardinals elected Cardinal Aldo- 
brandini on January 30, 1592, who 
assumed the name of Clement 
VIII. 

The life of Clement VIII was 
blameless. In his early years he 
placed himself under the direction 
of St. Philip Neri who for thirty 
years was his confessor. He was 
made Cardinal priest of the title 
of St. Pancratius in 1585. In 1592 
he was elected Pope against his 
wishes. He was a great spiritual 
ruler and to him we owe the insti- 
tution of the Forty Hours’ Devo- 
tion. He also granted indulgences 
to Holy Name devotions. 

During the Jubilee year A. D., 
1600, three million people visited 
the Holy Shrines in Rome. In 
spite of his ill health his capacity 
for work was unlimited and he had 
a full grasp of the needs of the 
Church throughout the world. In 
1599 he created St. Robert Bellar- 
mine a Cardinal. The latter was 
the spiritual father of St. Aloysius. 
After the death of Cardinal Toledo 
he became the Pope's theologian. 
In selecting him, Pope Clement 
VIII said: “He has not his equal 
in the Church in learning.” 

in 1596 Pope Clement raised 


‘Msgr. Baronius to the cardinalate 
and made him librarian of the 
Vatican Library. He is called the 
“Father of Modern Church His- 
tory.” The Pope made him his con- 
fessor. Cardinal Baronius had as 
his titular church St. Nereus and 
Achilles, where he made many 
restorations. (The ancient church 
of SS. Nereus and Achilles is at 
present the titular church of Car- 
dinal Dougherty of Philadelphia, 
Pa., one of the staunch friends of 
the Holy Name Society in ‘the 
United States, Who officiated on 
September 20, 1924, at the outdoor 
Mass in the athletic field of the 
Catholic University of Washing- 
ton, D. C., on the occasion of the 
fiftieth ge genet | of the estab- 
lishment of the Holy Name Society 
which was celebrated in Washing- 
ton, D. C., in 1924). 

Pope Clement VIII died in his 
seventieth year after a pontificate 
of thirteen years. His remains re- 
pose in the Church of St. Mary 
Major where a gorgeous monu- 
nar has been erected over his 
omb.

professional and amateur scientists 
actually believe that the Bible pre- 
tends to teach science. This is a 
good deal like assuming that there 
must be authentic religious dogma 
in the binomial theorem.” 


“The Bible,” says the Abbe, 
“teaches the way to salvation, and 
once you realize that the Bible 
does not purport to be a text-book 
of science, the old controversy be- 
tween religion and science van- 
ishes. If scientific knowledge were 
necessary for salvation, the writ- 
ers of the scriptures would have 
known this and set it down in their 
verses. For instance, the doctrine 
of the Trinity is much more ab- 
struse than anything in relativity 
or quantum mechanics. But, being 
necessary to salvation, the doc- 
trine is stated in the Bible. If the 
theory of relativity had also been 
necessary to salvation, it would 
have been revealed to the writers 
of Holy Scripture, and they would 
have included it among their writ- 
ings.”

Charitable Organization Observes Centenary This Year } 


Among the many illustrious 
names that emblazon the scroll of 
the nineteenth century is that of 
Antoine-Frederic Ozanam, who was 
born at Milan in 1813 and died at 
Marseilles forty years later. Ozan- 
am’s career was possibly the most 
remarkable in the social annals of 
his time; and the lustre of its glory 
will] endure as long as the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society ministers to 
the needs of the poor of the Catho- 
lic Church. 


At the age of eighteen Ozanam 
went to the University of Paris 
to study law and letters. He al- 
ready had traversed a sea of doubt 
which had threatened to engulf his 
faith; but escaping shipwreck, he 
landed in a haven of peace and se- 
curity. 

In France in the winter of 1813 
there were violent and portentious 
assaults, in both the press and lit- 
erature, upon the ramparts 
Christian belief. | Montalembert 
tells us that the attendance of men 
at a church service was as unpopu- 
lar as the presence of a Christian 
traveler at a Mohammedan mosque. 
Janins and Heines were proclaim- 
ing in strident tones the wreckage 
of Christianity, and announcing its 
doom. The “Confessions d’un en- 
fant” and the “Souvenirs” of the 
learned Gratry indicate the sacri- 
legious cynicism of enemies of the 
faith. And when Monsignor de 
Frassinous attempted to introduce 
a course of religion into the colleges 
and lyceums of France he nearly 
caused a riot among the student 
body. 

Such was the condition of intel- 
lectual France when Ozanam came 
to Paris. He found himself spirit- 
ually alone at the university. There 
was no center of religious activity 
in which he could find a milieu to 
safeguard his faith and morals. Yet 
he did not despair. Gifted with the 
ardor of youth, brimful of hope, 
and fired with ardent faith, he saw 
in Catholicism the true solvent of 
the ills of the world. Notwithstand- 
ing the sinister prophecies. of pes- 
simists, he was convinced that so- 
ciety was not on the verge of dis- 
ruption, but visioned the coming 
years enriched with the Christian 
spirit. 

The thought of a new apostolate 
fired the enthusiasm of the youth, 
and he resolved to consecrate him- 
self to the work of religious re- 
storation. To effect this modern 
crusade which needed neither power 
nor the sword, he initiated a new 
‘chivalry whose activities, by word 
land pen, should extend to the ends 
| of the earth. There were many 
'students in Paris, sons of Christian 
mothers, who had been shipwreck- 
ed on the shoals of infidelity; and 
he sought to enroll them under the 
standard of the new crusade for 
Catholic thought and action. His 
earliest efforts met with little re- 
sponse; but he persevered, despite 
disheartening disappointments. 

An inspiration for the further- 
ance of Catholic’ principles and 
Christian social activity were the 
reguiar conferences, lectures on

Lacordaire says that the condi- 
tion of France at the time was not 
due to lack of writers or orators, 
but that they failed to sense the 
existing situation. Something 
more than a system of apologetics 
delimited by merely replying to in- 
tellectual objections was needed. 
That the social question was of par- 
amount importance became appar- 
ent to Ozanam and his group. They 
avoided sterile discussion and “the 
tumultuous domain of politics.” 
‘Why,” says Ozanam, “exhaust 
energy in futile discussions since 
the social question is of prime im- 
portance? This means unquestion- 
ably the annihilation of the spirit 
of egotism, and the inculcation of 
the spirit of sacrifice.” He added: 
“There are those who possess too 
much, and there are many who 
have too little; those who are striv- 
ing to take what one does not de- 
sire to give them. Briefly, there 


of |i8 the power of wealth, and on the 


other hand, the wail of despair. 
Our duty as Christians is to inter- 
vent, and urge that the wealthy 
cease to exact, and that equality, 
as far as it is possible, should sup- 
ervene; that charity perform what 
justice seems unable to accom- 
plish.” 

He appealed to the students of 
the university to form an organiza- 
tion whose aim should be the allev- 
iation of the burdens of the poor. 
Out of this appeal there came into 
existence, in 1833, the Conferences 
of St. Vineent de Paul. In estab- 
lishing them Ozanam had in mind 
the Christ-ordained command given 
to the Church to “have compassion 
on the multitude” through the in- 
strumentality of Christian charity. 
Ozanam says: “The salutary lesson 
to soften tender hearts and to 
bring to them the needs of the poor 
lies not only in the splendid exhi- 
bitions cf our faith but to point out 
to Christian hearts the wounds of 
Christ in the requirements of the 
needy.” 

After serious checks and many 
difficulties Ozanam attained his end. 
The Conferences of St. Vincent de 
Paul have since been an important 
adjunct to the activities of the 
Church in dispensing its charities. 
Of Ozanam’s work Albert de Mun 
wrote some time later: “It is the 
workshop where every social work- 
er must serve an apprenticeship.” 

Thus a young man of twenty be- 
came the founder of an institution 
which brought untold blessings to 
his native France, and whose bene- 
ficent influence has radiated 
throughout the Catholic world. No- 
tably in our own land, the Confer- 
ences of St. Vincent de Paul have 
brought comfort and relief to 
thousands on whom chill penury has 
laid its hand.—P. W. Browne in 
The Commonweal.
